

New moves 
to give 
power to 
the people

MOVES are underway to 
encourage people to generate 
their own electricity from solar 
panels and domestic wind 
turbines. And Greenwich 
Council is looking at doing the 
same thing in council-owned 
buildings 

It follows changes announced by 
the government in April last 
year, when so-called Feed-in 
Tariffs were introduced. These 
are designed to encourage people 
to generate renewable energy in 
their own homes, schools, or 
businesses. 

The tariffs provide generous 
financial incentives to help 
people reduce their own carbon 
footprint, as well as providing an 
income. 

The council has committed to 
working with local schools to 
help them look at opportunities 
for self-generated power. 

Both organisations and 
individual householders who 
install a device which generates 
electricity - such as solar panels 
or a wind turbine - can benefit. 
The electricity generated is then 
measured and people receive the 
following three tariffs: 

•A fixed payment for all the 
electricity produced by the 
equipment, even if it is used by 
the organisation or householder 
themselves. This is called the 
Generation Tariff

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Gambling centres ordered to take a tip 


NOTHING is being left to 
chance in preventing 
under-age gambling in 
the borough. 

Greenwich Council will be 
visiting two adult gaming 
centres after tests by the 
Gambling Commission 
found they failed to prevent 
under 18s from gambling. 
The Talarius centres on 
Eltham High Street and in 


Powis Street, Woolwich, 
could lose their premises 
license if improvements are 
not made. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
cabinet member for 
environment and 
community safety, said: 
“The council will not 
tolerate venues that fail to 
crack down on under-age 
gambling. These centres 


have a responsibility to 
ensure their facilities are 
accessible to adults only. 

We don’t get many 
complaints about this issue 
but any centre falling short 
of standards will be 
ordered to take measures.” 
Representatives from the 
Gambling Commission will 
meet the operators in 
question to make 


improvements and monitor 
their effectiveness.

Eltham Green 
students get 
Chris Hoy’s top 
Olympic value 

TWO prefects from 
Eltham Green secondary 
school asked the best 
question - and got the 
best answer - when 
beknighted cyclist Chris 
Hoy visited the school as 
it gears up for 
Greenwich’s rofe as a 
host borough for the 
London Olynmpics. 

Fifteen-year-olds Jessica 
Clarke and James Templeman 
became impromptu GT 
reporters as the triple gold 
medallist from the Beijing 
Olympics shared his sporting 
insights with students at the 
dedicated sports college. 

“What is the most 
important Olympic value?” 
asked Jessica. 

“Respect and fair play,”

said Sir Christopher Hoy. 
“It’s often the one that’s 
overlooked. You see players 
in the World Cup always 
looking for penalties. I think 
it’s important to play within 
the rules. It’s not just about 
winning, it’s about doing the 
best you can.” 

But he admitted he was still 
pinching himself after his 
success in Beijing when he 
became the first Briton to 
win three golds at one 
Olympics since Henry 
Taylor (swimmer) in 1908. He 
said: “So much hard work

goes into winning a gold 
medal. To get there is a big 
achievement and to win a 
gold medal, well, it’s hard to 
describe how it feels.” 

Chris was at Eltham Green 
with former Olympic and 
World triple jump champion 
Jonathan Edwards, who still 
holds the world record for 
the event. 

The cyclist’s training is 
going well for London 2012. 
He said: “I had a 
bad crash last 
year and had 10 


weeks off, missing the world 
championships, but at the 
moment I’m fit and healthy 
and looking forward to 2012.” 

On the same day, 320 six-to- 
eight year-olds from 20 
Greenwich primary schools 
took part in a Festival Of 
Sport with activities 
delivered by 60 sports leaders 
from Eltham Hill, 
Blackheath Bluecoat, 

Thomas Tallis and Eltham 
Green secondary schools. 

Ten Deansfield pupils 
arrived at 6.30am to be filmed

taking part in a Teakwondo 
session with Chris and 
Jonathan for Breakfast TV. 

The Festival of Sport 
Champions trophy was won 
by the Gordon A’ team for 
the best demonstration of 
Olympic and Paralympic 
values. 

Eltham Green will also be 
running Olympic Week from 
Monday, July 12, when 
students will try some of the 
different Olympic sports 
from around the world and 
also study and discuss the 
Olympic values. 

Deputy council leader Peter 
Brooks said: “We are proud that 
Greenwich will host a third of 
the events at the 2012 Olympic 
and Paralympic Games. We are 
committed to ensuring the 
borough benefits from a lasting 
legacy and we’ve already taken 
great steps towards achieving 
this.” 

The borough also has the 
most schools in the country 
signed up to the London 2012 
country after being highest 
among the host boroughs.

Old house made 
super efficient

WARM as toast, and 
no chilly drafts. 

That’s the aim behind 
work being carried out 
on a vacant three- 
bedroom 1930s council 
house in Charlton, which 
is being given a ground- 
up makeover to 
maximise its energy 
efficiency. 

The work is being 
carried out by Greenwich 
Council, supported by a 
£130,000 grant from the 
Technology Strategy 
Board, a government 
sponsored organisation 
that is funding 86 similar 
‘retrofit’ schemes 

nationally through the 
£17 million Retrofit for 
the Future initiative. 

The council is also 
extending the semi- 
detached house to give it 
five bedrooms. 

The aim is to get the 80- 
year-old building’s 
energy efficiency even 
higher than in brand new 
houses. 

Improvements include 
removing and replacing 
the concrete floors, and 
using eight-inch thick 
insulation to super- 


insulate the new floors 
and walls. The house will 
be made airtight and a 
new heat recovery 
system will be installed. 
Triple glazing will be 
installed and solar panels 
are being used to help 
heat water. 

Specialist contractors 
will carry out the 
insulation work, fit the 
solar panels and install 
the heat recovery system. 

Work started in June, 
and is due to finish 
November. The 
house will be 
monitored for 
two years,

Iain Gray, chief executive 
of the Technology Strategy 
Board, said: “At least 60 per 
cent of the houses we’ll be 
living in by 2050 have 
already been built. So it is 
critical that we look at ways 
to dramatically improve the 
performance of our existing 
housing stock.”

•Additional fixed bonus 
payments for electricity 
which is exported into the 
national grid to be used 
elsewhere 
•A reduction on the 
standard electricity bill if 
the installation does not 
generate quite enough to 
make the property self- 
sufficient. 

“This is an exciting 
development in the way 
people can generate their 
own electricity,” said Cllr 
Raj want Sidhu, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for Greener Greenwich. 


“It is not only 
environmentally-friendly, 
but households and larger 
organisations can benefit 
financially. It makes sense 
all round.” 

If the property owner 
takes out a loan to buy the 
equipment, it is then 
possible to make the 
repayments out of the 
savings which are made on 
the usual bill. Once the 
installation is paid for, the 
property owner will 
generate a profit - tax free. 
There is a basic 
application process for 
householders who want to 
claim the tariffs, and a 


more detailed one for 
larger installations, such 
as in schools or large 
apartment blocks. Ofgem 
has a helpline for 
enquiries from 
householders on 0800 
512012. A second helpline 
handles queries on larger 
systems, which is at 020 
79017310. 

People need to check in 
case planning permission 
is needed for an 
installation.

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The planet deserves a top performance

FOR a theatre to get 
involved in a greener 
world, it’s often assumed 
that it will be through 
some kind of “issue based” 
theatre - plays about global 
warming or an horrific oil 
spill designed to inspire 
people to lead greener lives. 

But Greenwich Theatre is 
taking a different view in its 
search for a more 
environmentally sustainable 
future. 

“There is clearly a value in 
using theatre to convey those 
kind of messages,” said theatre

director James Haddrell, “but 
to be honest you are often 
preaching to the converted 
when you work in that way. 

“People who are interested in 
seeing a play about climate 
change are probably those 
same people who are already 
working to make their homes 
more energy efficient or 
signing petitions to change 
government policy. 

“What can easily be forgotten 
is that many theatres are using 
huge amounts of electricity to 
power their lighting and sound 



and to heat large auditoria, 
and that hundreds of people 
every day are driving to see a 
show rather than taking public 
transport. 

“We should all be taking a 
long hard look at the way our 
own companies and buildings 
operate.” 

So Greenwich Theatre has 
joined a consortium of 
theatres working with Julie’s 
Bicycle, an “astonishing” 
advisory company that has 
already engaged all of the 
major record labels in a 
campaign to replace plastic 
CD cases with cardboard - 
which promises to reduce 
emissions in music packaging 
by 95 per cent. 

Working alongside theatre 
heavyweights such as the 
Royal Court and the Donmar 
Warehouse, the theatre has 
nominated a green champion 
from its senior management 
team and is seeking to change 
the emissions 

generated by all 
areas of its 
operation. 

The green 
champion is 
operations 
manager 
Simon 
Francis. He 
told GT: “The 
trick is going to 
be an open 
approach, 
exploring every option 
to either reduce wasted 
energy or harness it for other 
uses. Theatre lighting uses a 
lot of power and wastes a lot of 
heat, and at the same time we

are all trying to heat our 
theatres by using more power. 
Every night hundreds of 
people travel to the theatre in 
separate cars from similar 
areas of London.” 

Theatre companies follow 
each other round the country, 


expending huge amounts of 
fuel as they each transport 
large stage sets and 
companies of actors to the 
same venues. 

Simon said: “We are not 
suggesting that any of these 
inefficiencies are easy to 
resolve, but we are all trying 
to tackle the issues and 
understand better how our 
venues could improve the way 
we work.” 

The theatre has also started 
presenting low-tech but high 
quality outdoor performance. 
James Haddrell said: “We are 
lucky to be able to spend much 
of our time in a venue as well 
equipped as Greenwich 
Theatre, but our home is the 
whole borough. 

“We’ve started presenting 
smaller scale work in 
other venues that 
require less power to 
run, and staging shows 
outdoors. This month we 
are collaborating with 
Greenwich Dance on the 
Greenwich World Cultural 
Festival - a programme of 
performance at Eltham Palace 
with over 100 performers for 
which we will only be taking a 
single solar powered 
generator to the site. 

“Later in July, as our 
contribution to this year’s 
Cultural Olympiad, we head 
for Well Hall Pleasaunce in 
Eltham for eight 

performances of a brand new 
children’s fairy tale called The 
Finders, entirely lit by 
sunlight and only running a 
single sound desk from a 
domestic 240V supply.”

NO one in Brinklow 
Crescent hits the roof 
when they start having 
problems with the tops 
of their houses.

Awards for eco efficient buildings

THE BOROUGH has picked up two 
prestigious environmental awards - 
one for the eco-cafe in the East 
Greenwich Pleasaunce, and the 
other for a converted eco council 
house in Abhey Wood. 

They were presented at this year’s 
Green Apple Awards, a national 
competition run by the Green 
Organisation. This is an independent 
non-profit, non-political group supported 
by the Environment Agency and the 
Chartered Institute of Environmental 
Health. 

Greenwich won both awards in the Civic 
Pride, Community Use category. The eco- 
house in Abbey Wood won a silver award, 
and the eco-cafe gained a bronze. 

The eco-house, built in 1925, was 
standing empty. It was chosen by 
Greenwich Council as a typical older 
council house that was hard to improve 
in terms of energy and the environment. 
The council spent £20,851 on green 
improvements, including cavity wall and 
loft insulation, double glazing and 
central heating. 

After modernisation, the house became 
an exhibition site for a year and was 
viewed by about 350 people from schools, 
community groups and the public. They 
were given guided tours and told about 
the purpose of the project and green 
benefits of the work carried out. The 
house now has a new family living there, 
and the lessons learnt from the exercise

will be used to help plan the council’s 
long term housing strategy 
The eco-cafe in East Greenwich 
Pleasaunce was built and opened in 2009 
and cost £187,000. It is run by a franchise 
business and offers. simple, healthy food, 
organic baby food, and a child-friendly 
menu. 

The Pleasaunce was awarded the Green 


Flag - a national standard that 
recognises and rewards the best green 
spaces in the country. The eco-cafe is 
literally green as well, with a green roof 
and walls. The roof has extra insulation, 
and is a haven for insects, 
butterflies, and birds. 
The design includes 
the re-use of ‘grey 
water’, solar 
panels for hot 
water and under- 
floor heating. 

The cafe is the 
successful 
result of owners 
Greenwich 
Council working 
together with the 
Friends of East 
Greenwich 
Pleasaunce community 
group and the architects. 

The work was done as part of the 
cleaner, safer, greener scheme, and the 
Friends group was key to getting the cafe 
project established and completed. 

The project was considered a fantastic 
opportunity to incorporate green 
techniques in a park already awarded for 
its quality green space. 

Cllr Rajwant Sidhu, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for Greener 
Greenwich, told GT: “I am delighted that 
both the eco-cafe and the eco-house have 
been recognised by the Green 
Organisation for the important 
contribution they have made to our 
environmental objectives.”

SCORES of nine and ten- 
year-olds got a glimpse 
into the world of work at a 
special careers fair at the 
borough’s Heritage Centre. 

The two-day event last 
month was organised by the 
Education Business 

Partnership (EBP) and 
Greenwich Council and 
involved over 20 employers. 
They included people from 
construction, the NHS, from 
London City Airport and from 
the catering industry. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
enterprise said: “We’ve been 
organising careers events for 
the borough’s secondary 
schools for about six years. 
Now, thanks to an idea which 
started at Nightingale 
Primary School on Woolwich 
Common, we thought we’d try 
out a similar event for the 
younger children within the 
local Plumstead ‘cluster’ of 
schools, along with some 
others from Thamesmead and 
Woolwich.” 

She added: “All the 
employers taking part are just 
so good with the children, 
really engaging with them 
and answering all their 
questions.”

centre. 

Business manager Dave 
Snowden told us: “It’s my first 
time at something like this - 
but my company always tries 
to get actively involved in the 
local community. 

“Besides everything else, it 
gives us a chance to put a 
message over about the 
‘health and safety’ aspect of 
what we do. 

“The most popular question 
children have asked me so far 
is what do I enjoy about my 
job. My answer has been that 
it’s a good ‘outside/inside’ 
combination which also 
provides an end-product that 
people benefit from.”

Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

Health risk 

butcher 

closed 

A PLUMSTEAD butcher was closed for 
six days after a visit by Greenwich 
Council environmental health officers. 
They visited the Olin Food Store in 
Plumstead High Street after a 
complaint by a member of the public 
and found a major mouse infestation. 
Officers found mouse droppings on 
items such as cauliflower and packs of 
jelly, while packets of food including 
pasta and plantain crisps had also been 
gnawed at by the mice. 

Photographic evidence was presented to 
Greenwich Magistrates Court who 
issued an emergency prohibition order. 
It meant the store remained closed from 
from June 11-17 while the mouse 
infestation was resolved. The shop 
reopened on June 17 but will be subject 
to regular monitoring. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
environment and community safety, 
said: “The council is committed to 
doing its utmost to ensure that all food 
businesses who fail to take the 
appropriate steps to meet general food 
hygiene standards are detected and we 
would urge businesses to take 
advantage of all the free advice 
available to them.”

2Tone revolution 


A young music duo from Greenwich are giving an old name 
a modern meaning as they look to take 2Tone global 


YOU heard it 

^ n here first - this is 

< Greenwich’s best 
new act, and we 
▼ ~ reckon they’ve 
got a big future ahead of them. 
Charlton duo 2Tone have been 
wowing audiences up and 
down the country with their 
music, which fuses dance, R&B 
rap and even rock - and now 
they’re on the brink of signing 
a major record contract. 

But it could all have ended in 
tragedy last year, when the 
pair were involved in a 
horrendous road accident. On 
the way to a show, the car they 
were travelling in careered out 
of control and flipped onto its 
roof, leaving the boys fighting 
for their lives. The incident 
brought home the harsh 
realities of life, and how 
quickly it can be snatched 
away. 

Carlos Parks, 18, told us: “It 
was terrible, the crash put us 
out of music for a year. But it 
made us more focussed 
because we realised that life is 
so short. 

“If you’ve got a dream you just 
need to follow it. It made us 
value life more - what doesn’t 
break you makes you 
stronger.” 

Partner-in-rhyme, Niall 
Martin, 21, added: “It brought 
us closer together. It was pretty 
serious though, the 
car flipped over 
and we had to 
be dragged 
from the 


wreckage.” 

The near-death experience 
hasn’t worked its way into any 
of the lads’ lyrics yet, but the 
pair pride themselves on 
keeping it real with their 
words. 

“Our songs are about 
everything in life - everyday 
life and reality,” mused Niall. 
And not to be confused with 
the ‘2Tone’ label or music 
genre, the lads thought long 
and hard before they settled on 
the name. 

“At first we were trying to 
think of a name, and the ones 
we came up with were awful!” 
joked Carlos, “so when we 
came up with 2Tone we just felt 
it had the most meaning.” 
Indeed, the name has a number 
of meanings, added Niall: 
“Obviously there is the tone of 
our skin, and our voices. Carlos 
has a deeper voice on the 
tracks than me. We’re together 
as one, but we’re still two 
individuals.” 


The duo’s music is a modern 
mash-up of many different 
styles, added Carlos. 

“We don’t like to give it a genre, 
we like to keep it very open,” he 
said. “When we do a certain 
genre we like to put a twist on 
it to make it our own. 
“Nowadays young musicians 
have got broader tastes - we 
might do a dance track, then 
an R’n’B track, then we might 
jump on a rock track. You’ve 
got to be open minded, and 
think outside the box.” 

Niall added: “The first single 
we’re putting out is a proper 
dance tune, and then we might 
try some R’n’B and different 
stuff. The single is called I 
Wanna Be Your Boyfriend, but 
there’s no set release date yet.’” 
The song writing process can 
be difficult for any duo, with 
egos and ideas clashing, but 
2Tone have a couple of rules 
that make their life easier. 

“We just try and work really 
hard. Even if we’re not writing 


for the album we’re always 
wring lyrics to keep the flow 
going,” said Carlos. 

“We want to take this as far as 
it can go - get signed to a big 
label with an album deal; keep 
putting out singles, the album 
- then get to America!” 

Niall said: “We don’t aspire to 
be like anyone - we just try and 
be ourselves, and hope that 
everyone accepts us.” 
Emulating entrepreneurs like 
P Diddy and Kanye West, the 
band has also got a fashion 
label which they have j ust 
launched and are touring 
across the UK. And they are 
keeping true to their local 
roots with an upcoming show 
at St. Paul’s Academy in Abbey 
Wood on July 8. 

“We’ve done a lot of shows 
already - they love us!” 
enthused Carlos. “We’ve been 
together for years - we’ve 
known each other since we 
were knee high. 

“We’ve been best friends from 
a young age - 1 was at Charlton 
Manor Primary School.”

The other 
invited guests are told of this unusual 
arrangement and that, presumably, is 
supposed to create “tension”. The film 
opens with clipped scenes in police 
station cells where shocked and 
dishevelled students are being 
interviewed about an incident that was 
obviously shocking and dishevelling. 
This also tells me, with the subtlety of a 
marauding moose, that we have flashed 
forwards and that what follows will be a 
flashback including the shocking and 
dishevelling story (according to the 
flyer) of at least two suicides over lemon 
sorbet, not by needle but by 
bullets.

Beatle bares all 

The warts ‘ n’ all dramatisation of Lennon’s relationships with father 
and son made for compelling viewing, writes Andrew Nisbet

LENNON Naked 

explores the 
1967-1971 era of 
The Beatles and 
examines the 
metamorphosis of John 
Lennon from singer- 
songwriter to global icon. 
Tracing the period following 
the premature death of Brian 
Epstein, (the band’s manager 
during their formative years) 
to the Fab Four splitting up, 
the docu-drama focuses on 
Lennon’s relationships with 
those around him during the 
period. As part of the 
Fatherhood season currently 
being aired on BBC4, the 
programme places the 
relationship with his father 
under the spotlight, and 
mirrors it in the relationship 
with his own son, Julian. 
Charismatically playing the 
lead, Christopher Eccleston 
thrives on his role as the 
intense and razor tongued 
Lennon. The former Dr Who 
star shifts from the witty, and 
at times, manic Beatle, to the 
disillusioned and 
introspective John with a 
show stealing performance. 
The once Time Lord is ably 
supported by Christopher 
Fairbanks - who tenderly 
plays the role of his father 
Fred - and Naoko Mori’s 
fragile and frankly insane 
portrayal of Yoko Ono under 
direction, which makes an 
effort to avoid the cliches of 
casting her as the Succubus 
of popular folk-lore who 
destroyed The Beatles. 

Recent music biopics like 
‘Sex, Drugs & Rock ‘n’ Roll’ 
have crafted stark and 
emotive depictions of the 


musicians that draw you to 
them. LN however casts the 
superstar as a hostile and 
abusive figure who does little 
to redeem himself during the 
timeline of the film. 
Flashbacks to a six-year old 
John on a Blackpool beach 
being asked to chose between 
a mother and father who both 


subsequently abandon him, 
as well as his growing 
dissatisfaction with the life 
he built - fame; his family; his 
home; The Beatles - explain 
what fuelled a tendency to 
rupture the relationships 
with those around him, but 
elicits the emotion of pity 
rather than fondness. The 


tenderly depicted 
relationship that Lennon 
shares with Ono is the only 
one that remains intact by 
the time he departs for New 
York, and the credits roll 
after he has ostracised 
everyone around him 
including his first son Julian. 
Lennon Naked is actually a 
rather tragic tale (especially 
given that we know John is 
never to return from 
America), and it is delivered 
with a script and 
performances that give it an 
enthralling appeal - 
particularly to music 
aficionados who get off on 
archive footage and 
ruminations on the stars that 
made the tunes. However, this 
is no Rock ‘n’ Roll biopic, so 
those seeking smashed up 
hotel rooms had best make do 
with shattered lives - and LN 
almost serves to smash the 
rockstar fantasy with the 
portrayal of the disillusioned, 
tragic hero. Indeed, this isn’t 
even a film about the music. 
The Beatles are only depicted 
when necessary and the only 
time we see Lennon playing 
music is a bizarre scene in his 
studio involving Yoko Ono 
and an assortment of kitchen 
utensils. 

This the best of the BBC, and 
is a timely reminder that it 
still very capable of 
producing great programmes 
on a shoe string budget, so it 
is just a shame that room 
couldn’t have been made for it 
on one of the flagship 
channels. Keep your eyes 
peeled for a well-deserved 
repeat.

Tricky technology 

It pays to be careful what you buy, because the numbers don’t 
always add up, warns Scene’s tech-head, Alex Brooks... 



DID you knowthatthe 
‘close door’ button in a lift 
doesn’t do anything? In 
the vast majority of 
modern lifts the button is there 
simply to reinforce the fact that 
the user is in control, not that 
their life is suspended by a 
series of flimsy cables. It’s just 
a trick. 

Technology is full of little gems 
that were either brought into 
play by over zealous marketing 
departments, or have overtime 
simply come to mean more than 
they actually do. A great 
example of this is 
manufacturers listing the 
processor speeds of 
computers they sell. The 
‘megahertz myth’ - as it is more 
commonly known, refers to 
comparing computers - orthe 
processor (CPU), of a computer 


the processor is, it is not the entire 
picture, and many other elements 
are in play too. In modern day 
computers the number of 
processor ‘cores’ is a better 
indicator, inadditiontotheamount 
of memory or RAM 
it has, and how big 
the hard drive is. 
The same 
principle applies 
in the camera 
market. When 
buying a camera 
I have no 




doesn’t mean better pictures 

simply by its ‘raw speed’, 2.16GHz, 
for example. So, when you are 
computer shopping you mightthink 
thata 3GHz computeris betterthan 
a 2GHz. This is not always the case. 
Although the speed shows how fast 


doubt that most buy purely on the 
biggest megapixel number. Logic 
would have us believe that the 
more megapixels there are, the 
betterthan picture. Not true. A 
megapixel is one million small dots 
- the more megapixels the more 
dots, and in theory, the more detail. 
But if the camera lens, sensor and 
methods of interpreting an image 
are all poor, then more pixels will 
conversely end in a worse picture. 

If you’re buying a camera then I 
recommend actually taking 
pictures with it, ratherthan simply 
believing the hard numbers. This 
number trickery spreads far and 
wide, one of the most common and 
obscure examples being the signal 
bars on a mobile phone. Every few

The 1950s saw the 
emergence of a core of 
talented cricketers and 
rugby players who set the 
standards for the years to 
follow. 

They included Don and 
Colin MacDonald, Peter 
Riley, Les and Jeff Done, 
Was Idle (treasurer and 
later chairman), Arthur 
Cable, Mike Cassidy, 
Colin Trounce (scorer of 
over 1500 runs in a 
season) and John Cooper 
(19 tries in a season). 

Alan Dick and Keith 
Reynolds achieved 

representative honours at 
athletics - and the club 
fielded an unprecedented 
five rugby sides in the 
late 1940s. In the 1950s- 
60s. Roy Byrom played for 
England Schools, Mike 


Gregory played rugby for 
Kent and was also an 
England Trial reserve, 
Willie Richmond was also 
a noted sprinter and 
Brian Barclay played 
rugby for Kent. 

Fast bowler Colin 
Sterling played cricket for 
Kent 2nd XI on either side 
of the War. In the late 
1950s and early 1960s Bob 
Richardson played 

cricket for Kent junior 
sides as an all-rounder. 

The 1970s saw cricket 
flourish with Graham 
Johnson and Andy 
Hooper playing for 
Kent. An influx of 
talented cricketers in the 
late 1980s led to the club 
winning the North Kent 
League in 1995. 

In 1999 the arrival of 
Metrogas C C kept cricket 
alive and they became 
Shooters Hill (2001) CC, 
now playing successfully 
in Kent 6 Feeder League 
West and in the North 
Kent junior leagues.

SUPER Zoe Smith, the 
young weightlifter with 
London 2012 firmly in 
her sights, has been 
chosen to compete for 
England in the 
Commonwealth Games 
in Delhi between 
October 3-14. 

Zoe, who was 16 in 
April, told GT: “When I 
was 14 1 won a gold 
medal at the 
Commonwealth Youth 
Games in India so to get 
the chance to go to the 
senior event just two 
years later feels almost 
unbelievable.
